"Let the FIRE alarm sound in frontier towns and the 
whole population springs into action. Everyone feels that 
it is his civic duty to prevent the fire from spreading, and 
they drop whatever they are doing and rush to the scene. 




"Since most of the structures are wooden, 
no time is lost. Bucket brigades form at 
the village pump, engaging one line to 
fight the actual blaze and another to wet 
down nearby buildings which are in danger. 
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"Some of the larger Western cities have 
horse-drawn, steam-powered pumpers. The 
horses, trained to pull these vehicles, are 
indeed amazing animals and are not 
frightened by the smoke or flames. 
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"Even the smallest towns encourage fire 
prevention. Pails of water stand ready in 
hotel rooms and public buildings. Knotted 
ropes, secured near windows, are used as 
fire escapes from taller structures. 




"One thing for sure, people respect the 
use of the iron triangle used to sound the 
alarm of fire. Should a prankster turn in 
a false alarm, he is not dealt with very 
lightly by the fire-fighting citizens."
